Hornung Reported to Have 
Returned to Dresden Home 


Could Not be Located In Village- 


Second Report Says He Is Visit- 
ing In Newark-Little Excitement 
In Dresden Caused by Report of 
His Liberation. 


John Hornung. cashier ot the 


Dresden National bank, who was 
released from custody at Colum- 
bus Friday afternoon arrived in 
Dresden Friday night and was at 
his home there Saturday. This 
The Tribune.learned from a seem- 
in<r authoritative source, though 
inquiry at the Hornung lioine over 
the telephone vas met Avith the 
statement that Mr. Hornung was 
not there. 


The Tribune informant stated 


that 3Ir. and Mrs. Hornung arriv- 
ed in Dresden at 9 :OS Friday 
night on the ('. A. & C. which con- 
.neets •with the Pennsylvania irom 
Columbus 
at 
Triuv/ay.

•would agree with Colambus dis- 
patches wliicli stated 
that- Mr. 


Horuung left 
Columbus Friday 


evening- for his home in Dresden. 
Further it was said Mrs. Horn- 
unjr. v.-ho nif-t her husband in Co- 
lumbus Friday, left the train at 
the station side and Mr. Hornung 
on the opposite side. Members °' 
the train KTTT.- claim *o l>e unac- 
quainted with either Mr. or Mrs. 
Hornung. Another report said 
the Hominies were in Newark. 


Little Excitement- 


' The report of John ITormms's 
arrival in Dresden and his libera- 
tion on bond at Columbus Friday 
caused little excitement in Dres- 
den, though tnere are probably 
few people in that villa£re v/ho 
will not be losers to some extent 
as the result of his aliened embez- 
zlement of funds belonsinar to the 
bank. 


The Tribune was unable to veri-
